POULTRY, CAGE BIRDS, DAIRY.

LAYERS AND BREEDERS. 


Writing on this subject in_ the Weekly 
Irish ‘Yimes, the Poultry Correspondent 
says :— 

The current work in connection with these 
should not be neglected by the extra 
eall on one’s time for the marketing 
business. Eggs are scaree, and should 
the hens or pullets be neglected they 
might easily get a set-back, and egg- 
production decline. Give the pullets all 
they will eat of sound, good food. We 
have never found that pullets in full lay 
can get too much food. On the other 
hand, the older hens over the moult, 
and not yet laying, may be getting too 
fat, and may have to ‘be restricted in 
quantity, but the qualit should be the 
best, meat and green food being abso- 
lutely necessary. If there is no green 
food to be had swede turnips, mangolds 
and onions are all good substitutes. The 
two first should be cut in half and left 
for the birds to pick. In the matter of 
the layers the egg-yield depends much 
upon the climatic conditions, but by pro- 
per oversight this should be overcome.

EFORE the Great War Laurence 
Binyon had written a good deal cf 
verse, and through most of it his love for 
the fields and the woods glows like a jewel 
of clear brilliance. His work is essentially 
“a thing of pleasant sights and of 
pleasant sounds.’’ If he had never v ritten 
anything but his famous poem, ‘‘ For the 
Fallen,’’ he would yet be remembered in 
the years to come. With the approach of 
Armistice Day every year his words are 
flung abroad, to be canght and treasured 
by those who have sorrowed deeply, but 
here find comfort. 


“They shall not grow old, as we that are left, 
grow old; 
Age shall not weary them, nor the years 
condemn ; 
At the going down of the sun, and in the 
morning, 
We will remember them.” 


Like the work of every poet, Mr. 
Binyon’s verses vary a good deal in value. 
Many of them are exquisite; a few are 
almost commonplace.

The Diary of a Scotoh Gardener. Edited by 
Francis Birrell. London: Routledge. 10/6 net. 


R. BIRRELL enables us to read, and 
to enjoy, the diary of Thomas 
Blaikie, a Scottish botanist and landscape 
gardener, who was born in the year 1750 
just outside the City of Edinburgh. As a 
young man he was sent to Switzerland in 
search of rare botanical specimens ; after- 
wards he worked in France in the employ- 
ment of the very cream of the aristocracy. 
At that time the “ English garden ’’ was 
becoming very popular with the French 
‘‘ quality,’ and Blaikie went here and 
there, in the neighbourhood of Paris, 
advising and planning, and also jotting 
down in his diary many things that are 
of great interest to his readers. Like 
many another gardener, he found that he 
was sorely hampered by the strange tastes 
of his employers. ‘‘ It is surprising what 
foolish opposition was made,”’ he noted ; 
and repeatedly he mentions the reluctance 
of the owners of estates to demolish a 
high wall near the house that completely 
marred the landscape. 

Thomas Blaikie was ruined by the 
French Revolution. ‘‘ About this time,” 
he wrote, “the people began to speak 
very disrespectful of the Court.” Blaikie 
felt much sympathy with the unhappy 
Queen, and on at least one occasion he 
tried to protect her from the senseless 
fury of the mob. ‘‘ She repetted that she 
would never forgett me.’’ 

This old Diary is delightful reading; 
and in it we have a great deal of his- 
torical information, as well as an expert’s 
views upon landscape gardening.

Si GEORGE MacMUNN, the well- 
known military historian and writer, 
is the author of this excellent little work, 
which, despite the modest claim of the 
composer that it is only an outline with 
some slight illustration for the armchair 
reader, is worthy of a far higher estimate, 
and forms a really valuable introduction 
to the vast system of Iridian religions and 
cults. It is written in simple, non- 
technical language that will commend it 
to the most casual student of Indian 
aflairs, and an intricate and abstruse 
subject is brought within the ken of every- 
body. The author begins with three 
tableaux that serve to illustrate different 
aspects of religious life in India, where- 
upon he plunges the reader with whetted 
appetite into the profundities of the main 
religious systems. He treats every one in 


writings and eminent teachers; he writes 
also of the strange cults that flouris 
evervwhere—ofishoots, frequently debased, 
of a nobler teaching. 

The much-debated question of child 
marriage is also discussed, and with it, 
as is almost inevitable, Miss Mayos 
provocative book, “ Mother India.” Sir 
George shows the utmost fairness in deal- 
ing with this delicate question that is so 
much a part of Hindu religious life, and 
refrains from any severe or unnecessary 
criticisms. Nevertheless, Miss Mayo is 
completely vindicated from any charges 
of exaggeration or partisanship, and her 
work is shown to be of lasting value, 
inasmuch as a terrible abuse is made 
public. This book has come out at a 
peculiarly opportune moment, as many of 
the most-debated questions of Indian 
affairs find a place in it; and the chapters 
at the end of the book will prove of value 
to all who want to know what the mission 
of Mr. Gandhi and his followers really 
means.

Egyptian Tales and Romances. By Sir Ernest

+= modern Egyptian spends many 
hours of his lite playing dominoes, 
draughts and cards, but true enjoyment 
to him consists in sitting at ease in a 
warm coffee house and listening to the 
rawa, or ‘‘story-teller,’’ telling stories. 
The professional story-teller has existed 
in Egypt since the times of the Pharaohs. 
Vivid and passionate love stories and 
romances of the deeds of the magicians 
are the most popular. Translating papyr 
in the British Museum, Sir Wallis Budge 
provides those interested in the evolution 
of national legend under different 
religions, with first-class material. The 
tale of Joseph and Potiphar’s wife has 
many a parallel in ancient Egyptian fable. 
The theme ending in the deserved disaster 
of the woman was a favourite—a fact 
which one day may enable the ‘‘ new 
psychologist ’’ to give us an almost true 
picture of ancient society. 

The Coptic or Christian legends show 
the curious results of the attempt to graft 
the Christian religion upon the old pagan 
faiths. The Holy Trinity replaces the old 
triads or gods, Isis gives way to the 


| Blessed Virgin; Set, the “od of evil, is| 
ousted by Diabolus or Mastema, and the) 


various companies of gods by Archangels. 
Mighty deeds and ‘‘mysteries’’ are as 
frequent as in the ancient legends, how- 
ever, though they are performed no longer 
by pagan magic, but by the words of 
power uttered by Our Lord, the Saints 
and Angels. v 

Referring to the Muslim tales, the 
translator says in the preface: ‘“‘ When I 
was in Cairo and Baghdad, and many 
places in Upper Egypt and the Sudan, [ 
collected a few popular stories, but to 
print anything like literal translations of 
them in England is impossible, because 
we have a censor. In the early ’eighties 
Spitta Bey collected a number of 
““ respectable ”' stories, and from these the 
translations which form Part III. of this 
book have been made.”

always has been something of an enigma. 
While much is explained about the Earl 


| of Rosebery in these delightful volumes, 
i there still remains a great deal to be 


discovered. Possibly it never will be 
discovered, because the Marquess of Crewe 
rtunities that any 
biographer of Lord bery can hope to 
have, and he has made the very fullest 
use of his fifty years of close knowledge. 

As biography, Lord Crewe’s volumes 
constitute a triumph, and upon them 
will, and must, be based all future efforts 
to explore the puzzle which men kmew as 
Lord Rosebery. Nearly forty years ago 
Rosebery became Prime Minister as a 
Liberal, but it may be doubted whether 
he was, in fact, ever a Liberal at all. 
Winner of the Derby, orator of the 
author of a series of excellent 
books—all and every one of these he was 
at times, but he never seemed to be any- 
thing for long. 

An intimate of his at Oxford is reputed 
to have said that Rosebery ‘‘ desired the 
palm without the dust,’’ and in the course 
of his long life he generally managed to 
do as he wished. The palm he 
had in many ways, 
but little of the dust 
ever clung about his 
handsome and en- 
gaging figure. Lord 
Crewe has managed 
to shape his varied 
material into a book 
that is excellently pro- 
portioned and fully 
detailed. Every 
aspect of the full life 
of Lord: Rosebery is 
adequately treated, 
and the politician, 
the social lion, the 
traveller, the orator, 
the author and the 
sportsman come to 
life again in these vivid pages, Yet 
always there is the lurking question: Why 
was not Rosebery a more potent influence 
upon the life of his time? He had every- 
thing in his favour; yet the totality of his 
achievement is very small. Perhaps, the 
explanation is that one cannot really 
influence the life of one’s time by winning 
the palms; something of the dust also is 
required. 

_Hosebery himself noted during his re- 
tirement : 


The secret of my life, which seems to ine 
sufficiently obvious, is that I always detested 
pories, I had been landed in them accidentally 
iy the Midlothian election, which was nothing bat 
a chivalrous adventure. When I found myself in 
this evil-smelling bog I was always trying to 
extricate myself. That is the secret of what 
people used to call my lost opportunities, What 
he (the wise man) wishes to achieve is happiness 
in the large sense of the word—a well-ordered life 
of work, friendship, family affection, and if 
possible. religious faith; congenial work, a healthy 
existence, pleasant relations of family and friend- 
ship, and a reverent loyalty to God.” 

All these things Lord Rosebery had, 
and enjoyed to the fullest degree, but the 
sacrifices which he made were not to him 
any sacrifices at all. The nation, the 
community, and the age in which he lived 
seem to have had as little effect upon him 
as if they had never existed. 

In deepest understanding and affection 
Lord Crewe can only conelude his 
biography with the knowledge that some- 
thing still remains to be answered. 

“ When all is gaid and done,” he says, “ Rose- 
bery remains something of an enigma to those 
who knew him best. Sometimes a character may 
be illuminated on the negative side; what a man 
dislikes or ignores may be as focal as a list 
of his tastes and purguite. Though the Fairy 
Qneens beside his cradle, unlike those. in 
Macaulay's poem of which he was so fond, 
lavished many various gifts upon him, it would 
be untrne to call it a very happy life. But he 


warmed his hands before the fire and he did not 
fear death.” 


In any estimate of Rosebery it is the 
negative phases that will count for most. 
In his long life there was little sugges- 
tion of anything that was either positive 
or constructive. He was no zealot, no 
enthusiast, and, worst of all, he was no 
philosopher. He had his interests in 
letters, in sport, and in the open-air life; 
but never had he the slightest inclination 
to enter into the philosophical or scientific 
aspects of his interests. In ease and re- 
finement, surrounded, as he desired, by 
his family and a large group of friends, 
his life passed in sybaritic content. Had

that life would have been different. 

Lord Crewe has done his work so well 
that this biography is a delight to read, 
and it will be enjoyed for itself by thon- 
sands to whom the life of Lord Rosebery 
will mean very little. It is the biography 
of one who “ might have been,’’ and was 
not.

PHILOSOPHY.

Science and Human Experience, By Herbert 
Dingle, 8.80. London: Williams and Norgate. 6/- 
net. 


HAT science has a contribution to 
make to philosophy, and that 
philosophy can heip science, are two ideas 
which have come into promimence in 
scientific circles recently. There could be 
no better time for these two to come 
together, because the enormous complexity 
and specialisation of modern science have 
produced a state of affairs in which most 
scientific workers know their own little 
corner only, and are apt to lose sight of 
tho fact that they are studying a larger 
subject. In addition, the problem of com- 
municating the results of scientific in- 
vestigations to the layman adds to the 
difficulties. 

Among the pioneers in the field of 
scientific philosophy must be mentioned 
Eddington, Jeans and Haldane; to these 
is now added the name of Professor Dingle, 
who, in his comparatively small book, has 
many sane and wise things to say. Like 
the others who have approached this sub- 
ject from the standpoint of physical 
science, he is not a trained philosopher, 
but he makes up for this deficiency by 
proceeding along highly scientific lines 
ana by not getting out of his depth. 

He begins by marking off from the sum 
total of human experience that part of it 
which forms the proper data of science. 
Science is only concerned with those 
actual or potential experiences which 
«re common to all normal people; 
all experiences which are not universal 
are outside its scope, and on the 
questions raised by them science 
has little to say. The fields of art and 
religion are ruled out of science by this 
definition because there are no common 
experiences in them, but these are other 
ways of interpreting experience, and 
occasionally, as in the case of religion, 
there is a clash. 

Professor Dingle’s treatment of the 

religion-science controversy is remarkably 
clear and penetrating. If his definition 
of science is accepted, it is difficult 
at first to see how there can be conflict 
between them, but it arises owing to the 
fact that Christian creeds make pro- 
nouncements concerning common experi- 
ences, and on these science has some- 
thing to say; so long as religion keeps to 
individual experiences science has nothing 
to say. '' If a man believes that his life 
is controlled or guided by a divine 
Power, he holds a creed which makes 
no assertion about common experiences, 
and therefore cannot be accepted by 
science. If, however, he regards this 
power as a potentially common experience, 
and asserts that other ple’s lives are, 
or may be, guided there, he is raising a 
question on which science has a right to 
be heard. If th» scientific evidence is 
against the existence of such a power, the 
conflict begins.” This states the position 
very clearly, and, once it is realised, a 
conference between representatives of both 
sides may meet to discuss the question. 
We are glad to notice that the author does 
not propose solutions of problems such as 
these; he wisely contents himself with 
stating them in no uncertain terms. 
_ The ‘‘ wholly science” part of the book 
is extremely good. The history of science is 
traced from Copernicus to the present day, 
and some of the difficult problems raised 
by modern scientific ideas are discussed. 
Determinism (and indeterminism too) in 
human beings are subjects upon which 
science is dumb; for their existence 
amongst atoms and electrons is no reason 
for supposing that they exist in ourselves. 
In the course of his exposition Professor 
Dingle often finds himself in disagreement 
with Jeans and Eddington. This is all to 
the good ; for a discussion of these points 
by such able thinkers will do much to 
clear the air. The author brings a fine 
range of experience and a wide scientific 
outlook to his task, and the result is a

The Grey Squirrel. By A. D. Midleton. London: 
Sidgwick and Jackson. 4/6 net. 


VEN as the rabbit that was intro- 
duced into Australia so light- 
heartedly has become an overwhelming 
problem to the farmers there, so the grey 
squirrel now is over-running England, 
and is doing so much damage that it is 
shot on sight, except in the London Zoo- 
logical Gardens, whence it started 
originally upon its travels. 

This American grey squirrel was intro- 
duced into England during the nine- 
teenth century, and two years ago, on a 
five-hundred acre estate in Bucks, more 
than a thousa d were destroyed. By 
sheer weight of numbers these squirreis 
are driving out the native red variety, 
though in single combat the small red 
squirrel will always “ best” the larger 
grey animal. Mr. Midleton takes a 
serious view of the grey invasion, and 
he wishes that the work of extermina- 
tion might be hastened. We are 
astonished to read that the pelt of one 
of these squirrels is only worth two- 
pence on the inarket, tnough fur is in 
such demand. These little animals eat 
leaf buds, the inner bark of hardwood 
trees, wheat and beans, and the eggs of 
birds. 

Irish people will feel faintly uneasy 
when they read that grey squirrels have 
been liberated in Longford, where they 
are increasing rapidly.

Charge Against Man 
With Reuoluer. 
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N extraordinary attack on a Wexford 
A farmer's home in 1922 was referred 
to at the Enniscorthy District Court 
vesterday, when Michael Hosey, of Davids- 
town, was charged with having a revolver, 
with fourteen rounds of ammunition; with 
using a shotgun otherwise than as authorised 
by his licence, and with assaulting Guard 
()’Shea, Clonroche. 

Guard O'Shea gave evidence of taking a 
double barrel shotgun from Hosey in a field 
on Sunday, November 22. Hosey had only 
a 5s. licence, which did not entitle him to 
bring the gun outside his own farm. Hosey, 
it was alleged, displaved temper after the 
un seized, and, clenching his fists. 
demanded it back, saying:—‘‘If I had 
the gun I would shoot you,” and “TIT will 
have your life. I fired at men before ana 
wounded them, too.”’ 

Sergeant Gilhooly, Enniscorthy, said he 
feund a Bulldog revolver loaded with five 
rounds in a cardboard box at defendant's bed- 
side, 

Me 2. á. 
said he took a farm in 
and bought it out in 1310. In 1922 a relative 
oi people who had been evicted from the 
farm before Hosey’s time, claimed it, and 
Hosey refused to give it up. In May, 1922, 
a big -rowd attacked Hosey’s firing 
shot into it. Hosevy was alone in the house 
for more than twelve hours defending it, and 
when it was eventually set on fire over his 
head he went to an outhouse. and he only 
left that when it was set on fire, too. 

CROPS LOST. 

Hosey then went away to Limerick and 
lost his crops. He had to sell his stock at 
low prices. He got compensation for the 
house, and got £100 from the Southern 
Lovalists’ Association for other losses. He 
had been carrying on his farm since, but 
he was unable to get himself back to the 
position he was in before 1922. He had no 
rizht to have the revolver in the house, but. 
in the circumstances, it was easy to see why 
he kept it. His attitude to Guard O’Shea 
was only wild talk. 

Hosey gave evidence bearing out his soll- 
citor's statement. 

Asked by Mr. Kelly, State Solicitor, if he 
had fired any shot out of the revolver in the 
battle at Davidstown in 1922, defendant 
replied: “‘No. I fired two shots out of the 
gun, and I got my two men.” 

District Justice Fahv remarked that he did 
not see whv defendant should not he tried 
by the military tribunal set up under the 
new Act. He came into Court in a spirit of 
levity, and referred to the way he got his 
two men as if it was woodquests he was 
shooting 

Samuel Rothwell, farmer, stated he knew 
defendant for fifty years as an honest, 
straightforward, manly, hardworking man. 

Justice--And a good marksman, a gous 
shot. according to himself ? 

Witness--He had good reason to be. It 
was either his life or ——-. 

Witness edded that defendant was never 
known to be in any illegal organisation. His 
assailants thought thev had him when they 
burned his house in 1922. 

The Justice remarked that defendant was 
what was commonly known as an emergency 
man. 

Mr. Kelly—You suggest that it is to his 
credit that he is a great shot and all that’ 
Witness—Yes. 

Justice--Do you think that is a safe com 
bhination.-a hasty. ill tempered man having a 
loaded revolver in his house?—No. but 1 
helieve there are people in the country and 
if they thought he hadn't it, he would be 
in danger. 

Justice—Oh, they are not so terrible as that 
out in Davidstown. ] regard that as a 
slander of Davidstown «istrict. 


COURT'S FINDING. 

Defendant was fined £10 10s., imprisoned 
until the rising of the Court, put under rule 
of bail to be of good behaviour for twelve 
months, the shot-gun, revolver and ammuni- 
tion were forfeited; it was made a term of 
the recognisance that he was not to have the 
possession, use or carriage of any firearm; 
and in default a term of three months’ 
imprisonment was imposed, 

At a subsequent stage, on an appeal bv 
defendant's solicitor, the fines were reduced 
to £5 10s. 

The hail bonds were completed after the 
Court. and the defendant was released.

I have been looking over the elaborate 
instructions on the pronunciation. of 
numbers which are found at the beginning 
of the various volumes of the English 
telephone directory. 

0, I see, should be pronounced as OH, 
while the number One should be said as 
WUN, with emphasis on the N, and Two 
ought to be pronounced as TOO, with the 
T emphasised and a long OO. The R of 
Three ought to he rolled into R-R-R, and 
Four should be said as FOER in one 
syllable; Five is pronounced as FIFF, 
with marked emphasis on the second F. 
and eight as ATE, with a long A and 
emphasised T. 

As well as these instructions there are 
directions as to the way in which the 
various numbers should be split up and 
the pauses necessary between the hundreds 
and tens. I wonder if the regulations 
are taken to heart, and if they appreciably 
lessen the number of wrong numbers across 
the Channel. 


Ghe ‘ Heir.” 


It used to be a gibe frequently hurled 
at the head of Irishmen abroad that they 
talked Jondly of estates and castles at 
home which, upon investigation, turned 
out to consist of a few barren acres and 
uninhabitable ruins. I recently came 
across a story where a boast of this sort 
was used in the suit for the hands of 
an heiress. and the situation was carried 
off by the nimble wit of a retainer who 


The suitor alleged’ himself heir to count: 
less cattle, and declared that his father 
kept open table, as rich as that of any 
man in Tipperary. The girl’s father was 
not uncharmed by the lad, but considered 
that duty reauired him to make some 
sort of investigation before he parted with 
his daughter and her fortune. Accord- 
ingly he despatched one of his men to 
spy out the property of the boy’s father. 
The emissary, truth to tell, discovered 
the old man in a dilapidated house, 
virtually sharing his meals with a legion 
of rats, and taking his repast off his 
knees. He was not, however, so tactless 
as to tell this ungarnished tale to his 
master, but reported that there were more 
“live cattle’’ about the boy’s father than 
he could count, and that “he ate off a 
table he wouldn’t part with for half 
Connaught.” The wedding was dnly 
celebrated; fresh wealth restored’ the 
paternal halls, and a certain witty fellow 
ended fat days as steward to the renovated 
household. 


Foreign Produce. 


The introduction of the Anti-Dumping 
Bill in Great Brita'n has brought to light 
some interesting examples of commodities, 
which most people imagine to have been 
made or produced at home, whereas they 
are really of foreign origin. Scottish 
patriots, I understand, have suffered a 
rude shock from the discovery that Scotch 
porridge is largely made of Russian oats, 
and Scotch whisky of Enclish and Danish 
barley. This is not all. The symbolic 
national garments made from the tartan 
and the plaid are not all manufactured 
in Scotland ; many of them come from the 
Continent. Not very long ago, a new 
bridge was about to be opened in Scot- 
land. when it was discovered that there “as 
not enough tartan ribbon to form a barrier. 
Messengers were hurriedly despatched in 
search of a further supply, hut the shop- 
keepers had no more in stock, and stated 
that it would take three days to obtain 
delivery from Switzerland. I do not know 
whether an investigation into the com- 
modities in this conntry which we are 
accustomed to regard as exclusively Trish 


would produce similar results. A friend 
of mine who mannfactured Connemara 
tweed was once shown an excellent ! 
imitation of his product in a Tondon shop. 
Nevertheless, I shonld think that thece 
incidents may serve to arouse interest in 
the campaien for the use of home- ' 
manufactured articles. 


The “ Rlina” Side. 


I witnessed a street accident the other 
day, writes a correspondent, at a point 
where there was very little traffic, which 


must be typical of a high percentage of 
such occurrences. A pedestrian stepped 
out from the ‘‘ blind ” side of a Corpera- 
tion workmen’s shelter in front of a pass- 
ing motor car. He was knocked down, 
but, fortunately, the vehicle had been 
travelling at a low speed, and he escaped 
with a few scratches. Usually it is only 
the absent-minded or the careless who fall 
into this error, since the instinct of self- 
preservation develops a traffic sense in 
most people. A vigorous campaign has 
been waged in America against “ jay- 
walkers,’’ or people who attempt a cross- 
ing without seeing that the road is clear. 
In that country also, motorists, when 
approaching a main road from a sub- 
sidiary road, are compelled to pull ap for 
at least one second. It has been found 
that more collisions occur at these junc- 
tions than anywhere else, just as the 
majority of accidents for which pedestrians 
are responsible happen through attempts 
to cross on the ‘‘ blind ” side. 


Speed-boating. 


I was discussing the most thrilling sport 

with á friend the other day, and he was 
loud in his praises of speed-boating, 
although he is a motor car racer of repute 
and an air pilot. Motor-racing, he says, 
is becoming too stereotyped, and the 
majority of races are track events, which 
soon become boring. In flying there is 
very little sensation of speed unless one 
is dangerously near the ground, and at 
a height of two or three thousand feet 
objects on the earth appear to craw] past. 
__ In a speed-boat the sensation of speed 
Is present for two reasons—primarily, 
because other objects on the water are 
moving very slowly, and, secondly, because 
the high waves which the bow of the speed- 
boat throws un create the illusion of rapid 
motion even at quite a moderate speed. 
Hydroplanes or speed-boats compare 
favourably in price with good cars, and 
for these reasons my friend considers that 
we shail see big developments in this form 
of sport in the near future. 


Ghe Father of Pantomime. 


The question whether the modern child 
appreciates a revival of the harlequinade 
occupies the minds of theatrical] managers 
as Christmas time comes round, and the 
present Christmas proves to be no excep- 
tion, I notice. If they could find a 
harlequin like John Rich, the father 
of English pantomime, who died as long 
ago as 1791, there would not be much 
doubt about the matter. I happened on 
some notes about him the other day, and 
it appears that not only could he convey 
all the plot of a piece by the ‘‘ inimitable 
gesticulations’’ of his hands and head, 
but ne was possessed of an acrobatic agility 
that left people guessing. The story is 
told that he drove up to a tavern in a 
coach one day, and, as the jarvey stopped 
vaulted clean out and through the tavern 
window. Jehu looked inside for his fare. 
saw his coach empty, cursed a little. and 
was about to drive on; but, while he was 
mounting the box, in vaulted Rich again 
and popped his head out to know where 
the dickens the coachman was going. 
Paralysed with fear, the man gct down, 
but nothing would persuade him to 
continue to carrv his fare. “No. Mr. 
Devil,’’ said he, ‘‘I-know you too well. for 


all your shoes. For once you have been 
found out.” 


“Begpars and Beetstegh. 


Rich, however, has even better claim to 
remembrance than his performances as 
Harlequin; for it was he who success- 
fully produced the “ Beggar’s Opera.” 
Yet fortune treated him very unkindly at 
times. Once he was so hard up that he 
rented a house which stood in three 
counties, so as to perplex the sheriff's 
officers. They were continually after him. 
but, owing to this triple domicile, had 
their efforts frustrated. It was Rich, also. 
who founded the Beefsteak (Club—the 
ancestor, by the way, of the club in exist- 
ence to-day. The “ Sublime Society of 
Steaks.’’ as it was called, was the outcome 
of a steak s»pper which he once gave: 
and so succulent was the principal dish 
that his friends insisted on making the 


meal a weekly function.

Mr. Justice Meredith delivered his reserve. 
judgment on various questions of law that 
arose on the facts which he had already found 
in the case of Antonio Apicella, of 8 Gilbert 
street, London, and Matteo Constantino, of 
94 Arkley Crescent, Walthamstow, Essex, two 
Jtalian hairdressers, against Emilio Scala, an 
lialian café proprietor. '' 14156 Het! sq rk 
road, London, and the Trustees and the Com 
mittee of the Irish Hospitals Sweepstakes. 

The plaintiffs claimed to be entitled under 
an agreement to share equally with Mr. Scala 
‘he balance of the first prize of £354,744 in 
‘he Irish Hospitals Sweepstake on the Grand 
National, three-quarters of the winning ticket, 
which was drawn by Mr. Scala, having been 
sold to Mr. Arthur Bendir, a commission 
agent, of 6 Old Burlington street, London, be- 
fore the race. 

The defendant Scala denied that the win- 
ning ticket was held by the plaintiffs and him 
jointly, as em “AR 

Mr, Justice Meredith had already held that 
the number of the winning ticket was inserted 
in the agreement after the result of the draw 
was known. He also held that there was a 
verbal agreement between the plaintiffa and 
Scala that an extra ticket which Scala had 
remaining out of a book of tickets which he 
got for the partnership, should be included. 

He now found that the plaintiffs were not 
entitled to any share in the prize money, and 
he dismissed their action.

AFTER THE DRAW. 


Delivering judgment, Mr. Justice Mere- 
dith dealt with the further evidence given 
by Captain Quirk, based on the fluorescence 
tcst. and the relation of irk, more or less 
oxidised, to ultra-violet rays. It confirmed. 
he said, the finding that the added words in 
the second agreement were added after the 
dete of the draw, but did not explain the re- 
markable difference between the first adde:t 
word “and” and the added words that fol- 
lowed. ‘The interval between the writings 
might have been minutes or hours, or some 
davs, provided the same ink was used. 

Continuing, his Jordshin said that he was now 
in a position to Jeal with the various ques- 
tions of law that arose on the facts which 
he had already found, and on any suppl4@ 
mentary findings at which it was necessary 
to arrive.

THE CONTRACT. 

The ticket was not an offer that had just 
to be accepted. It, with the attached cour. 
terfoil, was more ‘ike a proposal form; and 
an offer was first made by forwarding the 
covnterfoil with the price of the ticket, the 
ticket being retained by the purchaser. if 
the offer. which was one to subscribe to the 
rweepstake, was accepted, the price of the 
ticket was retained, and an official receipt 
was forwarded. The contract was thus cor 
cluded, and it was one made in Saorstat 
Fireann. But the offer might be refused. 
For instance, the number of tickets sold 
might so exceed the expectations that it might 
be thousht advisable not to accept any 
counterfoils after a date scme davs earlier 
than had been announced. Or, if the trans- 
mission of the counterfoilz was illegal in a 
particular country, and if the en- 
couragement of breaches of the law 
In that country were resented, the 
management committee might decide to re- 
fuse all counterfoils transmitted from that 
country, Also, the rights secured by the 
acceptance of the offer to subscribe, followed 
by success in the draw, were not secured by 
ownership of the ticket, as a mere bit of | 
paper, but by being a subscriber, and the 
part?onlar subscriber whose name appeared | 
en the counterfoil that had drawn a horse. 
It was quite intelligible to speak of buying 
or selling a ticket in the sweepstake, but the 
expressions were loose expressions for what 
was really much more. 


THE JOINT ADVENTURE. 
The joint adventure, as it had been called, 


' upon which the plaintiffs and the defendant, 


Scala, at the outset alone intended to em- 
bark, consisted in the joint purchase in equgl 
shares of books of tickets, the countérfoils 
aitached to which might only be filled in 
with one of their names. Then they 
defhnitely intended to contract in respect of 
any prwe-money that might be won in 
respect of any ticket included in such joint 
purchase. 

Having reviewed tha tacts, Mr. Justice 
Meredith held that when the parties, on 
leaving the Bank on the 15th January, 
arranged to procure two bookr, they did not 
contract that two books were in any event 
to be bought for the joint adventure. The 
parties did not mean to bargain; they merely 
arrived at a conditional or revocable decision 
for the guidance of the person who was to 
write to Dublin for books ef tickets. Mr. 
Gavan Duffy and Mr. Finley, in their able 
arguments for the plaintiffs, contended that 
there was a definite contract to purchase 
Some two books for the joint adventure, and 
that when Mr. Scala procured the two books 
and the plaintiffs refused to allow him to 
dispose of any tickets from them to his 
friends, those two particular books became 
appropriated to the contract, and should 
have been included in the written agreement, 
és was intended, instead of the two books 
subsequently procured. 


“MOST UNFORTUNATE 
MISTAKE.” 


They accordingly contended that the 
written agreement should be rectified by sub- 
ftituting the two books of the F/M H series 
for the two of the C/J K series. This con- 
tention, his lordship said, was in effect that

His Lordship added that he always tried 
to appreciate the points of view of litigants 
on both sides, mé i he guite understood how 
tie plaintiffs felt doubly aggrieved by reason 
of the fact that Mr. Scala not alone induced 
tiem by misrepresentations to agree to the 
insertion of the wrong numbers into the 
agreement, but betra them into commit- 
ting @ most regrettable fraud. However, there

THE VERBAT. AGREEMENT. 


The plaintifis, he continued, aise sought to 
establish a titlé to the book containing the 
winning ticket on the strength of what wus 
reterted to as the “third verbal & ent.” 
By this agreement the scope of the original 
adventuté wag éxteniled. This was the verbal 
agreement in pursuance of which Mr. Scala 
was alleged to have consented to allow the 
number of what proved to be the winning 
ticket to be inserted inte the margin of the 
second written agreement. 

His Lordship neat referred to his previous 
finding in respéct of that agreement. It was 
the agreement under which Mr. Scala could 
procuré another buok and sell as many tickets 
as hé desired out of it to his friends, and the 
partnership wuuld take up the balance. Mr. 
Scala, in fact, procured two additional books. 

were the two of the C/J K series, 
brought into the second written agreement. 
Hie was then left with the two previously 
aay books of the F/M H series on 
ands. Out of one of those he sold eight to 
telationg and took vut the remaining four in 
his own namé. The other, which contained 
tle winning ticket, he purchased entirely for 
himself. 

Mr. Scala xubseauently admitted holding 
one beok on the basis of this arrangement, 
and he said there was one outstanding ticket 
which he promised to bring into the written 
auteement. It was easy to see that in respect 
of the more complicated arrangement under 
this third verbal agreement it was necessary 
to operate on a contractual basis from the 
start. It could not be left open to Mr. Scala 
to wait until he saw how many tickets he 
was able to dispose of and, if he could 
only dispose of a few, say he was dealing 
with the book for the partnership, which 
would then be liable to take up a number 
of unsold tickets. but, if he was able to dis- 
pose of most of the tickets, say he was 
operating on his own account, and take the 
Lenefit of the two complimentary tickets. The 
moment a ticket from one of the two books 
was sold the book was appropriated to the 
contract. 


THE F.M.H, SERIES. 


" Accordingly,”’ said his lordship, “I hold 
that the book of the F/M H seriés, out of 
which Mr. Scala had disposed of eight tickets 
was not appropriated to the contract, and if 
one of the four tickets which Mr. Seala had 
taken out in his own name had proved the 
winning ticket, it seemed to me that the 
plaintiffs would have a good claim. Those 
four tickets should, in fact, have been 
brought into the second written agreement: 
but I fail to see how thé third verbal agree- 
ment can be made the basis of a claim to 
the book containing the winning ticket.” 

His lordship -went on to say that a further 
contention went to the root of what the plain- 
tiffs probablv most acutely felt to bé their 
grievance. fos bee books of F/M H series 
were procur or ta geal ip, and the 
plaintiffs refused to allow Mr. Satis to dis- 
pose of them. They weré the property of 
the partnership, and the plaintiffs’ rights 
could not be divested by Mr. Scala procuring 
two other books of tickets and includipg them 
in the second agreement. The plaintiffs had 
a right to be told that Mr. Scala had stil! 
on hands two books belonging to the part- 
nership. If they had been told this thev 
would probably have said that if Mr. Scala 
desired to purchase them they would have 
joined in the purchase. 

Mr. Scala was only able to claim the prize 
money because he had dealt with their joint 
roperty on his own private account. The 
beneft he derived from his use of their own 
property was, it was contended, the natural 
benefit to be expected, or at least hoped for, 
from such use. Counsel had referred to Sub. 
section (1) of Section 29 of the Partnershir 
Act, 1890, which provided that “ Every part- 
ner must account to the firm for any benefit 
derived by him without the consent of the 
other parties from any transactions concern- 
ing the partnetship or from any use by him 
of the partnership property, name or business 
connection.” Counsel had cited numerous 
authorities. The plaintiffs seemed to look on 
the ticket as something fated to win, and 
they seemed to think that Mr. Scala, when 
he used the counterfoil, appropriated the 
partnership fate to his own account. 


A MERE CHATTEL. 


His lordship said that he must hold that 

the book of tickets which conteined the win- 
ning ticket was es a mere chattel the property 
of the plaintiffs and the defendant Scala. 
Also it had, as such, some value, since the 
first three books had to be purchased at a 
remium of 10s. each. If someone who had 
ound it difficult to procure a book had paid 
Mr. la 108. for the book, Mr. Scala would 
have to account for that profit. But the 
rize-money was in no sense an accretion to 
he value of the ticket. Also, Mr. Scala did 
not derive the benefit of the prize from the 
use of the book, as the plaintiffs’ said, con- 
taining the winning ticket, but by chance, a 
chance which he obtained as a subscriber to | 
the sweepstakes. 

The chance of the draw, purchased by Mr. 
Scala on his own account, broke the chain of 
derivation from the use of the book. The 
plaintiffs might as well say that if a firm 
owned a garage. and a member took a car 
belonging to & firm to drive to the Curragh 
races. and, at the races, won a hundred 
pounds by a bet on a horse, he would have 
to account for what he won if he could not 
have got to the races without using the 
car. 

Similarlv, said his lordship, as the ticket 
itself could not be regarded as something 
fated to win, Mr. Scala did not derive his 
title to the prize-money from the use of 
the ticket, but by chance and as a subscriber 
to the sweepstake. It was not possible to 
trace to any particular course what blind 
chance draws from the shuffle of the hig 
drum. Hence, the bare ownership of the 
book of tickets ax a chattel in no. way 
entitled the plaintiffs to share in the prize- 
money. 


BIT OF PAPER. 


His lordship held that although the 
plaintiffs were not entit}ed to any share of | 
the prize-money, it would be open to him to 
make the declaration sbught as to the owner- 
ship of the ticket, considered as a mere 
chattel. The matter was entirely one of 
discretion, as the parties were certainly 
co-owners of that bit of peper. Having 
regard to the defendant's,  Scala’s, 
strenuous denial that the book was 
procu the partnership and his 
denial of the third verbal agreement, and, as 
he should not have used the book that was 
joint without giving the pieintifis 
the opportunity of coming in, he would be 
inclined to. a the But, as

MADE IN ENGLAND. 

The contract in question was made in 
England, and all acts to be performed were 
to perf in England. Unless there 
was some strong countervailing reason, he 
peng “na the contract should be regarded as 
an English contract. But, as there were con- 
siderations that could be urged on the other 
side, and a& it seemed to have been assumed 
that the contract was a Saorstat Eireann 
contract, he would deal with the question ori 
that basis. 

The broad question, then, was: ‘‘ Will the 
Courts of Saeorstat Eireann euforce contracts 
which are to be performed by breaking the 
laws which other countries lave found it 
expedient to make in the interests of good 
government?” Every civilised country had 
& right to work out thé problem of good 

vernment in its own way-and Tod 
nows it was a sufficiently diflicult problem. 
The whole world to-day was gfoan- 
— under the weight of that problem. 
“Were our Courts to respect the 
efforts of such other countries to dis- 
charge their duty,” asked, “or were 
they to be made the instruments of sub- 
verting such efforts?’’ To his mind, only 
one answer to that question was possible. 


FREE STATE COURTS. 


Mr. Justice Meredith said that the Free 
State Courts would not enforce such con- 
tracts, except where they had in any case 
been expressly validated by the Free State 
Legislature. It was hardly necessary to 
point out that it was presumably because 
the plaintiffs knew that the contract could 
not be enforced in England, because of the 
illegal acts to be performed under it, that 
this action was brought in the Courts of 
Saorstat Eireann’ And it was obvious that, 
if actions of this kind could be successfully 
maintained in this country, Dublin would 
rapidly become thé gamblers’ cockpit of 
Europe. He saw nothing in the Public 
Charitable Hospitals (Temporary Provisions) 
Act, 1930, to encourage the idea that such 
a restit was intended. Hence, if they 
desired to be cosmopolitan, they should be 
so by paying a cosmopolitan regard to the 
principles of international law. 

The primary object of the contract which 
the plaintiffs had sought to enforce was to 
secure the benefit of the two complimentary 
tickets as the result of sales of tickets by 
Mr. Scala to hig friends. Under Section 41 
of the Lotteties Act the performance of this 
contract in the manner contemplated would 
involve the offence of selling. There was, in 
fact, abundant evidence that « Tances vnder 
the Act were contemplated, and that the 
parties were anxious that ¢very precaution 
Should be taken, not for the purpose of 
avoiding infringements of the law, but for 
the purpose of escaping detection. It had 
been decided in Waugh v. Moore,” by 
Judge Blackburn, “that a contract lawful 
in itself is illegal if it is entered into with 
the object that the law should be violated.” 


HOLDING OF A LOTTERY. 


That the Public Charitable Hospitals Act, 
1950, contained nothing to validate a con- 
tract under which the offences mentioned 
are to be committed seemed clear. Sub 
section (3) of Section 3 of the Act only 
legalises the holding of the lotterv. It had 
in view the provisions of the various 
Lotteries Acts under which, but for this Act, 
the holding of the lottery would be illegal. 
It was doubtful if the Act was intended to 
have any extra-territoria) effect whatever. 
Sub-section (5) of Section 4 only sécured the 
pormneet of the prizes to the prize winners 

y the trustees in case they were not paid 
by the management committee. There was 
certainly nothing in that provision to vali- 
date contracts that contemplated violations 
of the laws of other countries. To hold 
that such contracts will not be enforced in 
Saorstat Fireann was simply to hold that 
this provision must be allowed to carry the 
whole burden that it seemed to be intended 
to carry. 

He would, therefore, decline to make any 
declaration as to the bare ownership of the 
ticket, as a mere chattel, on the ground 
that a declaration had only been sought for 
the purpose of enforcing a contract that had 
in view the performance in England of acts 
in violation of Section 41 of the Lotteries 
Act, 1923. His decision on the serious issues 
of fact in dispute and to the merits of the 
case, while it explained the Ea which 
the plaintrffs felt as to Mr. Scala’s un- 
authorised use of the book of tickets belong. 
ing to the three parties, gave Mr. Scala the 
satisfaction of a finding that the plaintiffs 
had no claim whatever at law or in equity 
to participate in his winnings. 

he action accordingly was dismissed. 


THE COSTS. 


On the question of costs, 

Mr. Gavan Duffy said that costs should 
be assessed in his clients favour, having re- 

rd to the fact that he had to meet a case 
im which forgery and conspiracy to commit 
forgery was alleged. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—Where 
£70,000 he ought to pay some costs. 

Mr. Wood (to Mr. Gavan Duffy)—You 
got £1,000. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy—And they got £2,500. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—Whether he pays 
half the costs or all the costs, he will be 
bankrupt in any case. 

Mr. Wood said that his client had to de- 
fend an action which, as his lordship had 
found, was brought about by a criminal act— 
forgery. In addition, there was spiracy 
to commit forgery, and the plaintiffs were 
found not to have one vestige of rights. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that the 
plaintiffs should pay the costs of the two 
defendants other than Scala. 

Mr. Wood said that it was found that 
there had been perjury by the plaintiffs. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—If you say there 
was perjury, your client perjured himself up 
to the hilt. 

Mr. Geoghegan applied that his clients 
should be granted their reserved costs. 

Mr. Justice. Meredith granted Mr. 
Geoghegan’s application. 

Mr Gavan Duffy asked that one-third of 
the money at issue should be paid ‘to his 
clients. They should not be in the position 
that, in view of a decision by another Court, 
there would be no money left, having to 
face costs of £10,000 or £15,000 more and 
having to wait twelve months for their 
money 
Mr. Justice Meredith refused the applica- 
tion. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy said that his lordship had 
not decided the question of seiler’s ticket. 

Mr. Justice eredith—That was not 
argued before me. 

r, Wood asked that certain documents 
in the case should be impounded, in view of 
the fact, he said, that a criminal act had 
been committed, and that they should be 
sent to the Attorney-General. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that he did not 
think that that was a matter for bim, and 
he refused the application. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy asked for a stay on his 
lordship s order. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that his order 
had not yet been made up. He would dis- 
charge the matters relating to the money on 
next Tuesday.

CORK LABOURER’S 
SHARES. 


ACTION AGAINST STOCK- 
BROKER SETTLED.

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 

The hearing of the action biought by 

William Roberts, a labourer, living near 
Skibbereen, County Cork, against Christopher 
D. Boudren, Stockbroker, 85 South Mall, 
Cork, was concluded. The plaintiff claimed 
£700 damages for injury and loss suffered 
by reason of the alleged negligence of the 
defendant while acting as agent and trustee 
for him. The claim represented the loss 
sustained by the alleged wrongful sale of 
120 Munster and Leinster Bank shares, the 
payments alleged to have been wrongfully 
made to Alfred O'Regan, and the loss sus- 
tained in the purchase, as alleged, without 
authority, and the resale and depreciation of 
Tanganyika shares. | 
The plaintiff further claimed a declaration 
that the defendant was a trustee for him in 
respect of 120 Munster*and Leinster Bank 
shares, and he claimed the return of £526 
2s. ld., alleged to have been entrusted to 
the defendant as trustee and agent for him. 
Alternatively, the plaintiff claimed £365 
17s. 7d., moneys stated to have been en- 
to the defendant as trustee and 
agent, being money received by the defendant 
for the use of the plaintiff. and for an 
account of all monevs received by the <e- 
fendant on his behalf between October 17, 
1928, and November 27, 1930. 
Mr. FitzGerald, K.C., and Mr. J. J. 
Kavanagh (instructed by Mr. ©. T. F. 
Russell) appeared for the plaintiff; and Mr. 
P. Lynch. K.C., Mr. J. McCarthy and Mr. 
M. O'Callaghan (instructed by Mr. Gerald 
F. Robinson) for the defendant. 


SOLICITOR’S LETTER. 


Mr. McCarthy stated that the name of 
Mr. Travers Wolfe, a well-known solicitor in 
Cork, had been mentioned several times 
during the hearing of the case. Mr. Travers 
Wolfe had written a letter, but, without the 
permission of the Court, he would not like 
to read it. 

Justice Hanna—Certainly not. If 
Mr. Travers Wolfe has anvthing to say for 
himself, let him say it in the w'tness-box. 

Mr. McCarthy said that Mr. Travers 
Wolfe was in court. 

Felix O'Sullivan, defendant’s managing 
clerk, gave evidence of the financial trans. 
actions connected with plaintiff's account. 
He stated that Roberts had given instruc- 
tions to communicate with him through 
O'Regan. 

Asked by the Court how did he come to 

pay a cheque for £20 to O'Regan, the 
witness said that he did not remember that 
item too well. He drew the cheque payable 
to O'Regan and debited it to Roberts's 
account. Other cheques had been drawn 
payable to O'Regan and debited to Roberts's 
account. 
_ Mr. Justice Hanna—You received £16 16s. 
in respect of his Munster and Leinster Bank 
shares, You credited him with £15 15s

The witness said that the balance was in 
hands all the time.

Mr. Justice Hanna—Were yon vnder the 
impression that Mr. Wolfe was loohing after 
Mr. Roberts 's affairs and that O’Regan came 
as Mr. Wolfe’s factotum?” 

Witness—-I cannot say that I was.

Mr. Justice Hanna—You are making a case 
somewhat different to that already made by 
your employer.

Alfred O’Regan went into the witness box, 
and, before being sworn, his position was 
explained to him, and he was told that he 
might be prosecuted for another offence after 
h» had served his present sentence. 

While his position was being explained to 
O’Regan, efforts were made in Court to effect

Boudren, a stockbroker, to have a case of 
this kind brought against him, and if the 
case were rot properly understood it might 
injure him in his profession. 


“THE INNOCENT VICTIM,” 


There was one thing perfectly clear in this 
case, and that was that there was no sug- 
gestion ever made that anv of this money 
was dealt with improperly by Mr. Boudren 
in the sense that he used it for himaelf ar 
for his own purposes. Mr. Boudren was the 
innocent victim of the devices and roguery of 
O’Regan. As between Mr. Boudren and Mr. 
Roberts, the other innocent party in the case, 
he had been asked to give judgment against 
Mr. Boudren for a considernble amount, rnd 
he was very glad that the case had | een 
settled on terms which will leave Mr. 
Boudren free to carry on his professional 
career as a stockbroker. Nothing in this 
case could cast the slightest reflection upon 
Mr. Boudren personally. 

At the end of the case Mr. Wolfe was 
allowed te say that he had no hand, act or 
art in this affair. He paid a certain sum to 

ts, and he advised hí to put the money 
into War Lean. He also told him to go to 
Mr. Boudren, who would invest the money 
for him. O'Regan, who was standing by, 
said he woukd show Roberts the way to Mr 
Boudren’s office. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Mr. Boudren was 
under the impression that you were rcting 
for Roberts. In one letter he received from 
your office the words “Our Mr. Regan ' 
were used. 


Mr. Wolfe—No such letter ever left mg 


office. If it did, it was a forgery. O'Regan 
never was my agent. Anybody with any 
common-sense knew that.

QUESTIONS FOR DETERMINA- 


TION. 

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 3 
In the matter of the Companies (Consol 
dation) Act, 1908, and in the matter of the 

Irish National Foresters’ Benefit Society. 
Mr. Dickie, K.C., on behalf of the official 
liquidator of the society, appealed for the 
determination of the following questions aris- 
ing in the matter:—(1) Whether the Higher 
Insurance Fund is the sole fund liable to 
meet the claims of the policy-holders in the 
higher insurance section of the society, or 
whether the genera! funds of the society are 
liable to meet the said claims? (2) Whether 
any, and, if so, what, branches of the society 
claiming to have seceded from the society 
have effectively seceded therefrom, and, if so, 
whether the members of such branches are 
liable to contribute towards the payment of 
the general debts of the society’? (3) 
Whether. in ascertaining the liabilities of 
the society, the examiner is to have regard 


to the debts due by the several branches. (4) 
That the examiner be directed to ascertain 
the number of members of each branch on the 
8th March, 1929, the date of the commence- 
ment of the winding up of the society. (9) 
That, for the purpose of settling a scheme 
for the disposal of the surplus assets, tf any, 
for the reconstruction of the society, the 
examiner be directed to ascertain what sums, 
if any, are due to branches for loans made 
by them to the Executive Council or other- 
wise, and what sums are due by branches to 
the Executive Council for levies or otherwise. 
and what sums have been contributed by 
voluntary levies by branches to the funds of 
the society for the purpose of the liquidation. 
(6) Whether the liquidator is entitled to 
assent to the contention of the banks holding 
funds belonging to the various branches that 
thev are entitled to set off all moneys to 
credit of any current or deposit account of 
any branch of the society against any debit 
halances of anv such societies’? (7) Whether 
the members of the societv in Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland are liable to contribute 
towards pavment of the liabilities of the 
societv. and. if so, whether the liquidator 
should take any proceedings against such 
members or any of them. 


THE FIRST QUESTION. 


Mr. Dickie dealt at length with the present 
position of the Society, and directing his 
termination had not concluded when 
Court rose.

The sad fortunes of religion in Soviet 
Russia are not covered by the recent 
history of the Orthodox Greek Church. 
Protestantism, too, has its place in that 
record of persecution and decay. The facts,

number of The Round Table, will be new 
to most of our readers. Curiously enough, 
during the early years of the Revolution 
Protestantism, as represented by some 


millions of Baptists and Evangelical 
Christians, was in high favour. 
days the Bolsheviks were trying to break 
the power of the Orthodox Church, and 
the Protestants, who had. been persecuted 
under the old régime, were regarded by 
the Communists as wards of the Revolu- 
tion.

progressive farmers in Russia. 
Russia needed these qualities, and so, for 
a few years, rights and privileges were 
lavished on the Protestants.

At their local and national confer- 
ences they passed resolutions of thanks to 
the Soviets, and their social organisations 
had a close kinship with the Communist 
societies.

America’s Troubles. 


The New York Correspondent of The 
Times Trade and Engineering Supple- 
ment draws a mournful picture of the 
present plight of the United States. 
Britain’s import duties have been a heavy 
blow to American manufacturers—rather, 
perhaps, as portents than in fact—and it 
is little consolation that America has been 
the foremost advocate of the tariff 
principle.

Business is dull not only 
with foreign countries, but inside her own 
boundaries. Steel production is very poor. 
It never reaches much more than ó0 per 
cent. of the capacity of the plants, since 
the motor car, railway and building in-

JAPAN'S CASUALTIES 
IN MANCHURIA. 


QUESTIONS FOR TOKYO 


Little progress seems to have been made 
yesterday towards a solution of the Man- 
churian dispute, which, although not 
officially a “war, has resulted in much 
loss of life. 

The War Office in Tokvo vyesterday 
issued the casualty figures since the 
fighting started on September 18th. The 
killed total 210, including twelve officers, 
and 473 were wounded. ' 

The League Council of twelve did not 
rise until 7.45 last night. M. Briand in- 
formed the Council of his talk with Mr. 
Yoshizawa, and Sir Eric Drummond com- 
municated the information brought by 
Dr. Sze, which it appears dealt largely 
with the conversations between Dr. 
Wellington Koo and the other members 
of the Nanking Government regarding the 
position at Chinchow. 

This was the only subject discussed in 
the absence of the Japanese note, which 
it is ho may be communicated in time 
for the Council to discuss this morning. 

Mr. Yoshizawa had earlier given M. 
Briand an outline of the standpoint of his 
Government. He made it clear that the 
Commission to Manchuria must not be 
linked up with the question of the period 
of evacuation, in regard to which Japan 
stands by the resolution of DES 30. 
He suggested that a slight modification in 
the wording of the preamble regarding 
“right to undertake lice measures 
against bandits ’’ would make this part 
acceptable. 

A questionnaire is to be telegraphed to 
Tokyo asking for elucidation on a number 
of points with regard to the police

COMING DEBATE IN 
THE DAIL, 


LIMERICK CONSUMERS’ 
GRIEVANCES,

hy Actes concerning the Electricity 

Supply Board and the recent 
increase in the charges for electric 
current to the consumer will be very much 
in the public eye during the next week or 
80. Phe last report and statement of 
accounts of the Electricity Supply Board 
are now almost ready for publication. It 
is not improbable that copies will be sent 
to deputies to-day. 

I am informed that a debate on the 
report and statement of accounts will be 
arranged to take place in the Dail before 
the House adjourns for the Christmas 
recess. Mr. McGilligan, Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, expressed the 
desire that the debate should be confined 
to the report and accounts alone, but the 
Opposition parties rejected any limita- 
tions, particularly the exclusion from 
debate of the subject of the increased 
prices. Indeed, it seems likely that 
criticism of this aspect of the matter will 
not be confined to the —— benches. 
The volume of protest which has already 
come from all parts of the country and 
from all political parties is an indication 
of this fact. 


NO CHANGE IN RATES. 


Recent protests from Limerick show 
that feeling in that city is particularly 
strong, a a deputation to the Board, 
headed by the Mayor, made this quite 
clear. 

Mr. R. F. Browne, chairman of the 
Board, informed me yesterday evening 
that they had no intention of altering 
their proposed rates in favour of the 
Limerick consumer, and that the 25 per 
cent. increase would operate there. 
Mr. Browne did not see that the con- 
ditions in Limerick entitled the consumers 
there to the same rates as Cork and 
Dublin, where the increase would be 
raised by 124 per cent. In Dublin, for 
instance, the Board had taken over a 
market already established in a dense 
population, while in Limerick a market 
had to be made. The fact that the Ardna- 
crusha works were near Limerick did not 
tend greatly to decrease the cost of this 
work. 

It is understood that the relative costs 
for-current in the three cities, taking the 
basis of a lock-up shop, which was a fair 
test, would be—in Dublin 5d. per unit, 
Cork 5§d., and Limerick 74d. 


PENSIONS BOOKS BILL. 


The text of the Pensions Books (Prohi- 
bition of Alienation) Bill, introduced in 
the Dail by Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney, 
Minister for Justice, has now been 
circulated. Briefly the bill makes it 
illegal and punishable for any person to 
buy, take in exchange or pawn any old 
age pension book, blind - pension book, 
or army pension book. The alienation 
of such pension book is made void, and 
the book may be demanded by a pension 
officer or by the owner, and shall be forth- 
with delivered up. Failure to deliver will 
constitute an offence and a penalty .of a 
fine up to £20, or imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding six months may be imposed. 


TRINIDAD’S DIVORCE 
PROTEST. 


VIOLATION OF TREATY

A chorus of protest has been aroused in 
this matrimonial paradise against plans 
to legalise divorce. At present Trinidad 
is the only. or virtually the only, British 
colony to have no divorce laws, and it 
was with a well-meaning desire to remedy 
what was felt to be an anomaly that the 
bill to which exception is now taken was 
framed. 

Catholics and Anglicans are uniting in 
opposition to the scheme. A joint letter 
of warning has been sent to the Governor 
by the Roman Catholic Archbishop, the 
Anglican Bishop, the Most Reverend 
Edward Parry, former Anglican Arch- 
bishop of the West Indies; the Mayor 
and aldermen, and prominent citizens of 
this town. 

It is maintained that the proposed law 
is in violation of the treaty rights of 
Catholics. 

Notwithstanding the opposition, how- 
ever, it is expected that the bill will be 
passed.

ALI-BRITISH BID IN

6 Bes would be stupid for Germany to 
gloat over the prospect of the loss 
of India by Great Britain, for that would 
be a misfortune for the entire world,” was 
one of the remarks made by Herr Adolf 
Hitler, the Nazi leader, in the course cf 
a long statement made in Berlin to-day to 
a number of selected foreign journalists. 
He was speaking on international re. 
lations, and pointed out that, with one 
exception, friendly relations had been re- 
stored between Germany and her former

enemies. He said that he could under- 
stand hatred in time of war, but could 
not understand it being cherished for years 
afterwards. $ 

An understanding and friendly relations 
with France were impossible so long :s 
France insisted on treating 65,000,000 
Germans as a second-class nation. 

Germany, Hitler asserted, had acted 
with magnanimity towards France after 
the war of 1870, but France was still trv- 
ing to keep her heel on Germany’s neck 
twelve vears after the late War. 

The Nazi leader expounded at length his 
party 's aims. He drew, as he always 
does, a gloomy picture of Bolshevism in 
Germany, and said that the Nazis feit 
it their mission to fight and win the battle 
against Bolshevicm for the world. 


RAPID RISE TO POWER. 


He mentioned that in twelve years his 
party had increased its registered mem- 
hership from seven thousand to seven 
hundred thousand, with “ fifteen million 
adherents,’’ and he declared that there 
was not the slightest doubt that the partr 
would attain power hefore long; perhaps 
this month, perhaps in a year’s time. 

On the matter of reparations Herr 
Hitler was rather vague, but he empha- 
sised that Germany could not pay politica! 
debts and repay commercial debts as well 
without exporting on a large scale, and 
this would lead to world-wide econoin:c 
chaos. 

The Nazis recognised commercial debts, 
and were prepared to repay them if Ger- 
many were prepared to do so, but they 
refused to submit to political extortions. 

His aim would be when he _ obtained 
power to reduce the huge German adminis- 
trative apparatus, to throttle imports, and 
to limit political obligations. The 
National Socialists,-their leader said, were 
a party of young people, and were not re- 
sponsible for the War. When they ob- 
tained the government of the country they 
would speak very openly, and tell tie 
people the truth of things as they were. 
They would not find anything that couid 
not be fulfilled.

More as a matter «f form than with any 
real hope of influencing the House, Mr. 
D. R. Grenfell, from the Labour benches, 
moved the rejection of the Orders. He 
maintained that they were the result of a 
state of panic, and afforded no real remedy 
for the fall in the value of the £ or for 
the adverse balance of trade. 

Mr. Runciman, after a series of speeches 
dealing with the question of tariffs, said 
that he was bound to remind the House 
that they were not discussing the prin- 
ciples of a general tariff, but emergency 
legislation. In this legislation he had 
ondeavoured, as far as possible, to avoid 
interfering with the raw materials of other 
trades, but naturally in some cases the 
finished products of some industries were 
the raw material of others.

INTERNATIONAL ASPECT. 


Answering the argument that the re- 
striction of articles from abroad was 
adding to international friction, he said 
that he saw no signs of that. He went 
on to point out that the French decree, 
imposing a 15 per cent. discriminatory 
duty on exports from Great Britain, was 
issued before the British protective duty 
was announced. Ever since the Geneva 
Economic Conference appeals made by 
Great Britain to the builders and creators 
of tariff walls had been met with the same 
reply—the interests of the country must 
be the first consideration. That reply he 
echoed this afternoon. (Cheers. ) 

Now that we were finding that other 
methods of persuasion were useless, and 
that we were making no progress, he 
wished it clearly to be understood abroad, 
as well as at home, that if we were to be 
hit, as we had been hit by the French 
decree, we could not ignore the action 
which had been taken by them. (Cheers. ) 
He hoped that it might be found possible 
to adjust their differences in the friendliest 
way, but a discrimination against this 
country was a thing that must be re- 
garded seriously, and, were it to spread, 
it would be so damaging to our interests 
that we could not ignore the results. 

After a short speech from Major Attlee, 
who described the duties as a political sop 
to satisfy the supporters of the Govern- 
ment, the resolutions were approved by 
234 votes to 37, and the House adjourned.

UDGMENT was given in the High 

Court, Dublin, yesterday for Emilio 
Scala, Battersea café proprietor, in the 
suit brought against him by two Italian 
hairdressers, Antonio Apicella and Matteo 
Constantino, of London, who claimed te 
be co-owners with him of the first prize 
ticket in the Hospital Sweepstake on the 
Grand National run in March last. The 
amount involved was about £60,000 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that it was 
obvious that if actions of this type could 
be successfully maintained, Dublin would 
rapidly become the gamblers’ cockpit of 
Europe. 

He ordered Scala to pay his own costs, 
except that of shorthand notes and of the 
handwriting expert. 

Plaintiffs must pay the costs of the 
Hospital Trustees and Committee who 
had been joined in the action, as well as 
their own costs. 

Counsel for Scala said that he thought 
it an injustice to Scala to have to defend 
an action in which there was forgery sup- 
ported by perjury. 

The Judge—Well, if you call it perjury, 
I have held that he perjured himself ap 
to the hilt. 

The Judge refused the application of 
Scala’s counsel to impound certain docu- 
ments.

THE FRENCH 
TARIFFS. 


The Times, in a leading article to-day 
on Mr. Runciman’s warning, says:—The 
action of the French Government would, 
indeed, be easier to understand if it had 
been inspired by a desire to retaliate, but, 
since that cannot be the explanation, the 
amazement expressed by Mr. Runciman 
is not surprising. The action of the 
French Government reverses a practice 
which has continued ever since 1882, not 
indeed under the Treaty of that date, 
which reguhates the commercial relations 
between the two countries, but under a 
law promulgated unilaterally by the 
French Chamber the day before the 
Treaty was signed. That law gave most

favoured nation treatment to British 
goods, other than Colonial produce, and 
during the fifty years since its passage 
successive French Governments have re- 
cognised its moral obligations by extend- 
ing to British goods concessions made 
from. time to time to goods of other 
nations. ) 

What possible reason, it will be asked, 
can there be, in necessity or in equity, 
for reversing this practice? The trade 
balance of France has until recently been 
eminently satisfactory, and though less 
favourable symptoms are now manifest- 
ing themselves, which might lead the 
French Government to seek to check 
imports by tariffs, or, as they have actu- 
ally done, to lower the permitted quota 
of certain classes of imports, the justifica- 
tion, if justification there be, is of an 
impartial restriction of imports from all 
countries, and not of discriminatory restric- 
tions. 


FRIENDLY NEGOTIATION. 

Again, if the reason is that the deprecia- 
tion of sterling gives an undue advantage 
to British imports, it must be remembered 
that no special action against French im- 
ports was taken by this country, even 
when the franc depreciated by over ninety 
per cent. of its value. It is worth while 
adding that this action has been taken, it 
is understood, under powers to impose 
special charges taken before this country 
abandoned the gold standard. For all 
these reasons Mr. Runciman was fully 
justified in asserting yesterday that action 
of this kind could not be ignored, and 
must be met by methods less futile than 
mere protests which, as. he pointed out, 
have proved consistently useless, and less 
academic than the holding of world 
economic conferences, whose resolutions in 
favour of freer trade are consistently dis- 
regarded by the signatory countries. 

The first and best alternative method, 
as Mr. Runciman suggested, is friendly 
negotiations, conducted on the basis of the 
knowledge that the fiscal policy of this 
country is no longer flabby, and negotia- 
tions conducted on this basis, when the 
rights and wrongs of the case are so clear, 
can hardly fail to have a satisfactory 
issue.

TO-DAY, 


FREE STATE’S DIFFICULTIES AND 
ACHIEVEMENTS. 


SOME NOTABLE EVENTS IN 
ITS HISTORY.

EN years ago to-day, in the early morning, the agreement was signed in 


London which brought the Irish Free State into being. 


Since that 


time the Government of the twenty-six counties, in the face of many difh- 
culties and disappointments, has done much to improve the condition of 
the country, and the most notable achievements in the short history of the 
new State are set out briefly in the following article, 


—— —— - 


TREATY. 


THE SIGNING OF THE 


At 2.15 a.m. on the 6th December, 1921, 
the representatives of the British Govern- 
ment and the leaders of Sinn Fein, who 
had been in conference at Downing street, 
London, reached agreement and affixed 
their signatures to the Treaty establishing 
peace between Ireland and Great Britain. 

In both countries, especially in Ireland, 
the event was received with feelings of 
gratitude and relief as marking the end 
of the rule of the gun. On the 7th 
January, 1922, the Treaty was ratified by 
Dail Eireann by a majority of seven, and in 
the days that followed Mr. Arthur Griffith 
was elected President of Dail Eireann, and 
the Provisional Government of the Irish 
Free State was appointed. 

Events moved rapidly and the citizens 
witnessed the evacuation of British troops 
and the taking over of the military bar- 
racks by the Free State National Army. 
But the country was not yet to have 
peace, and the discontent with the Treaty 
conditions took active form when in April 
of 1922 the Four Courts were seized by 
forces under the command of Mr. 
Roderick O'Connor. For two months 
there was a period of tension, and then 
Free State troops attacked the Four 
Courts. A bombardment lasted for two 
days, and then on the 30th June a terrific 
explosion took place, followed by a fire 
which wrecked the. great - buildings. 
Internecine strife broke out all over the 
country and in Dublin. Virtually one 
side of Se O'Connell! street, where the 
Irregulars had entrenched themselves, and 
several houses on the western side were 
completely burned out in July, 1922. 

In the following month the Provisional 
Government suffered two severe shocks in 
the unexpected death of Mr. Arthur 
Griffith, followed ten days afterwards by 
the killing of Mr. Michael Collins, 
Commander-in-Chief of the Free State 
Army, and Chairman of the Provisional 
Government, in an ambush at Bealoa- 
blaith, Co. Cork. 


NEW GOVERNMENT MEETS. 


Mr. T. M. Healy was installed as first 
Governor4General, and the first meeting 
of the Irish Free State Parliament was 
held on the 6th December, 1922, at 
Leinster House, when the Executive 
Council was appointed, with Mr. William 
T. Cosgrave as first President, Mr. Kevin 
O'Higgins, Vice-President and Minister 
for ba Affairs; Mr. R. Mulcahs, 
Minister for Deíence ; Mr. John MacNeill, 
Minister for Education; Mr. E. Blythe, 
Minister for Local Government; Mfr. 
Joseph McGrath, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce; Mr; OD. Fitzgerald, 
Minister for External Affairs, and Mr. H. 
Kennedy, K.C., Attorney-General. 

In the following week the Senate, com- 
posed of thirty members nominated by the 
President of the Executive Council, with 
Lord Glenavy as first Chairman, and 


thirty elected by Dail Eireann, met for | 


the first time; and on the same day 
Deputy Sean Hales was shot dead and 
Mr. P. O'Malley, Deputy-Speaker of the 
Dail. was wounded in the streets of 
Dublin. 

Before Christmas, 1922, the last of the 
British troops left the Irish Free State ; 
and on the 18th December the Irish Free 
State Parliament passed its first Act, the 
Adaptation of Enactments Act. 


GOVERNMENT RE-ELECTED. 


The civil war continued during the first 
half of the year 1923, and there was much 
destruction of property and many deaths 
and several executions before the ' (ease 
Fire’’ order was issued. In August of 
that vear Mr. Cosgrave and his Ministry 
were re-elected to office at a general elec- 
tion, and in the following month the 
Irish Free State was admitted a State 
member of the League of Nations at 
Geneva. Later in the month Free State 
delegates, including Mr. Cosgrave, attended 
the Imperial Conference in London. 

The Free State entered upon its work 
of reconstruction and development proper 
with the issue of the first Nationa] Loan 
in November, 1923, for the sum of 
£10,000,000. The lists closed on the 7th 
December, the amount being largely over- 
subscribed. 

In April, 1924. Mr. Ernest Blythe 
introduced his first Budget, the estimated 
revenue being £27,687.000 and the esti- 
mated expenditure £36,546.000. In his 
Budget statement the Minister put 
forward his policy of selective tariffs, 
the boot and shoe industry being the main 
case selected for experiment. Other pro- 
tective duties were on confectionery, soap 
and candles, green bottles and commercia! 
motor bodies. 

The new régime in local government 
set out on its task of overhauling local 
administration by suppressing many 
public bodies throuchout the country. 
and in May, 1924, the Dublin Corpora- 
tion was dissolved by order of the 
Minister. 

THE NEW COURTS. 

In June of the same year the 
Courts of Justice established under the 
Free State Constitution were inaugurated, 
and Mr. Hugh Kennedy was sworn in as 
first Chief Justice in the Throne Room, 
Dublin Castle, where the Courts had taken 
up practice after the demolition of the 
Four Courts. For the first time the Irish 
language was used officially in the Law 
Courts. 

With the clouds of civil war drifting 
further into the past, people’s minds were 
directed into other channels. 
1924, there was something like a grand 
reunion of Irish people from all parts 
of the world when the Aonach Tailteann 
was held at Croke Park. 

Even more significant was the attend 
ance of a vast concourse of people at 
College Green on Armistice Dar, 1924. 
when a Celtic Cross, later erected at 
Guillemont, France, in memory ef the men 
of the 16th Irish Division ‘who lost their 
lives, was unveiled by General Sir William 
Hickie. It was the first open-air observa- 
tion of the Armistice in Dublin.

DUBLIN’S NEW RULERS. 


May of the following year saw the 
evacuation of the Royal Dublin Society 
from their old home at Leinster House, 
which had definitely been selected as the 
seat of the Oireachtas. The Society took 
up residence at Ballsbridge, where exten- 
sive structural alterations had been 
carried out. 

In the year 1925, under the control of 
three Commissioners, the municipal affairs 
of Dublin underwent a great change. This 
was noticeable in the streets, many of 
which were relaid with asphalt, concrete 
and wooden blocks, and at last Dublin was 
able to ma the age-long title of “ Dirty 
Dublin.’’ Motor ’buses made their appear- 


ance on the streets, and the taxi-ca

last came into free use. 
beginning to “ look up.’’ 

In January, 1926, Mr. de Valera 
resigned the Presidency of the Sinn Fein 
organisation, and in April the Fianna 
Fail Party was formed. In Januarr. 
also, the Minister for Finance introduced 
his Coinage Bill in the Dail, and a week 
later the Minister for Justice presented a 
Land Bill, calculated to deter persons, who 
considered that they had a grievance under 
the Land Act of 1923, from appealing from 
decisions of the Supreme Court to the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Couneil. 

During the year among the measures 
which became law were the Coinage and 
Land Bills already referred to ; the Central 
Fund, the Medical and the Defence Forces 
Bills. There were sittings of the Tribunal 
on Food Prices and the Banking and 
Greater Dublin Commissions. 

The chief event of the political year was 
the sitting of the Imperial Conference in 
London, the work of which swept away 
many anomalies, and established the co- 
equality of the States comprising the 
Commonwealth. 

THE PUBLIC SAFETY ACT. 

Many outrages occurred during the rear. 
the list for January and February being 
the heaviest. On the Ist of January a 
young Dublin man was shot during a 
‘“ hold-up,”’ and died from his wounds. In 
April a Civic Guard barrack in North 
Clare was subjected to armed attack, and 
later in the same month a Civic Guard 
barrack in County Sligo was fired into. 
Raids by armed men on Civic Guard 
Stations in five counties took place on 
the night of November 14th. As a result of 
these happenings President Cosgrave in- 
troduced in the Dail on 16th November 
the Public Safety (Emergency Powers) 
Bill, which gave the Government adequate 
powers to deal with the menace to public 
safety in the Irish Free State. The bill 
became law on 19th of November, and was 
immediately put into force. 

During Christmas there were armed 
raids on shops throughout the country, 
fring of shots at two of the (Civic Guard 
in County Tipperary, the hold-up of a 
motor omnibus at Horseleap, and the 
pouring of green paint into letter boxes 
in Dublin. Numerous dumps were dis- 
covered during the year, the largest of 
them being located in Dublin and County 
Cork. 

The general coal strike, which began on 
Ist May, was responsible for the passing 
by the Dail of the Protection of the Com- 
munity (Special Powers) Bill, to take 
steps to ensure the due supply and dis- 
tribution of the essentials of life to the 
country. 


THE ELECTORS’ CHOICE, 


A general election held early in 1927 
returned Mr. Cosgrave and his Ministry 
to power, but the political unrest con- 
tinued. and culminated in July of that 
vear in the murder of Mr. Kevin 
the Vice-President of the 
Executive Council and Minister for Jus- 
tice, as he was on his way to Mass at 
Booterstown. The Dail at once passed a 
stringent Public Safety Act, and amended 
the Constitution in such a manner as to 
force the hands of the Fianna Fail Party, 
who up to then had stood aloof, to enter 
the Dail if they were to retain their seats. 
Thev did so in August. The Government 
survived a censure motion hy one vote, 
and then went to the country and were 
returned to power, one of their first acts 
being to launch the Second National Loan 
for £7,000.000. This also was over- 
subscribed. 

The following-year saw the installation 
of Dir. McNeill as Governor- 
General in succession to Mr. Healy (re- 
tired). Later in the vear the Free State

During the month of Jannary the Free 
State Government decided to establish an 
Army Reserve Force. and called for 4,009 
recruits. It was intended by this move 
to reduce greatly the standing Army, and 
vet. in the course of time, to have a com- 
hined force of 40,000 to call upon in ex- 
tremity. 

In other directions there also 
evidence of the new spirit of reconstruc- 
tion and development. The most note- 
worthy task which the roung Government 
set itself was the harnessing of the water- 
power of the River Shannon the 
purpose of supplying electricity through- 
out the country. The project aroused 
keen controversy, but the contract which 
was entrusted to the German engineering 
Messrs. Siemens-Schuckert, was 
throuch. and to-dar the great 
driven by the diverted waters 
Shannon. are creating electric 
which is carrted through a net- 
work of wires to all parts of the Free 
State. The great engineering feat had 
heen achieved—whether it is an economic 
proposition or not 1s a question which 
time only can answer. 


MILLIONS FOR RELIEF. 


Another Government venture was the 
establishment of the beet-sugar industry, 
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which was effected by the granting of a 
subsidy to the Belgian firm of Messrs. 
Lippens. During the past year there was 
a very serious dispute between the firm 
and the beet-growers on the question of 
price to be paid growers for the beet. 

Recognising the urgent need, in these 
days of fast-moving transport; for the 
provision of good roads, the Government 
made a grant of two million pounds for 
relief works, most of the money being 
devoted to road works. 

The provision of houses also has had 
the Government’s attention, and Housing 
Acts were passed under which there were 
built approximately 26,000 houses, of 
which there were 6,500 built in and 
around Dublin; but, according to latest 
calculations, 80,000 houses are still 
needed. i 

In a country where land hunger has 
been the cause of so much unrest, it was 
natural that attention would be paid to 
the many outstanding problems, and a 
series of Land Acts have been passed 
through the Oireachtas, beginning with 
the Act of 1923, and dating down to the 
present year, when legislation was passed 
to bring about the vesting of al] purchased 
lands in the tenant purchasers. 


HELPING AGRICULTURE. 


The Minister for Agriculture has had 
a particularly busy term since taking up 
office, and aiming always at maintaining 
the highest possible standard for Irish 
agricultural products in the English 
markets—the chief market for Free State 
goods—has piloted through the Oireachtas 
‘a series of Acts for the control and de- 
velopment of such products as eggs, butter, 
live-stock, etc. 

In face of the keenest opposition from 
Fianna Fail, who would concentrate 
rather on the home market, he has pur- 
sued his policy of improving Free State 
exports. 

Through the succeeding years the 
general policy of the Government has been 
one of selective protection; tariffs being 
imposed in cases where it was believed 
their imposition would help to keep alive 
and foster industries already in existence 
here, whilst one of the latest acts of the 
Legislature was the passage of a measure 
empowering the Ministry to impose tariffs 
in any emergency where there was serious 
danger of dumping. 

Another important measure recently 
enacted was that setting up military 
tribunals, a step which the Legislature 
found it incumbent to take owing to the 
breakdown of the jury system in cases of 
a political nature. That tribunal] is at 
present in session. 


BALANCING THE BUDGET. 


In 1930 the Third National Loan was 
issued for £6,000,000, and was fully sub- 
scribed. 

The policy of the Minister of Finance 
has been one of balancing the Budget 
without recourse to borrowing, and, even 
with income tax for many years at 3s.. 
in contrast with a higher figure in Great 
Britain, the object may be said to have 
been achieved. 

In the present year, however, the world 
depression was reflected in a falling-off in 
Free State revenue, and the Minister, for 
the first time in the ten years’ history of 
the .State, had to introduce a supple- 
mentaty budget to find a deficit of one 
million pounds, which he proposed to 
make up by raising income tax by sixpenc” 
in the pound to 3s. 6d., and an increare® 
tax of fourpence in the gallon on petrol.

OBITUARY. 
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THE RIGHT HON. T. J. 
MACNAMARA. 


One of the most popular of Liberal states- 
men, the Right Hon. Thomas James Mac- 
namara, died late on Thursday night, follow- 
ling an operation three weeks ago. He was 
seventy years of age. 

Dr. “Mac,” as he was affectionately 
cailed by people who idolised him as their 

1.P. for many years in North Camberwell, 


was a forceful speaker and a straight hitter. 
‘on election platforms on behalf of the Liberal 


cause. He always ciaimed to be a democrat 
and a man of the people. He was never 
‘tired of telling. audiences: that he was the 
“born on the 
strength.” At the height of his popularity 
sin the crowded London constituency no one 
dared to oppose him politically. 

He trained jor the teaching profession, and 
appointments in Exeter 
Huddersfield and Bristol. eaten 

In 1892 he became editor of The School- 
master, a position he held till he received 
ollice in the Government in 1907, and in 1896 
hs was President of the National Union of 
Leachers. 

He first turned to politics in 1895, when he 
unsuccessfully contested Deptford, but in 
1900 he secured return in the Liberal! interest 
fer North Camberwell, which constituency he 
represented for an unbroken sequence of 
eighteen years, and then from 1918-1922 the 
adjoining constituency of North-West 
Camberwell. 

He was Parliamentary Secretary and 
Financial Secretary to the Admiralty from 
1908-1920, and from 1920 till 1922 was 
‘Minister of Labour, the first to hold that 
office, in Mr. Lioyd George’s Coalition 
‘Government. 

His house at Herne Bay, a gift from the 
school teachers of the country, was always 
open to his constituents. He would turn none 
away who desired information or help. 


MR. SYDNEY STOPFORD. 

The death took place on Thursday last at 
‘Victoria, Australia, of Mr. Sydney Stopford, 
youngest son of the Hon. George Stopford, 
of Raglan road, Dublin. Mr. Stopford, who 
was a grandson of the late Earl of Cour- 
town, was educated at Cheam School, and 
later at Cheltenham.

TRIBUNAL. 


| DECISIONS-IN CLARE 
AND KERRY CASES. 


MAN SENTENCED TO SIX 
MONTHS’ HARD LABOUR. 


——- 


The Military Tribunal delivered its decision 
last night in the cases of Patrick Callaghan, 
of Knockanure, Co. Kerry, who was charged 
before the Tribunal on Thursday last with 
having trained or drilled an essembly of 
persons in certain military exercises or evolu- 
tions near Listowel, Co. Kerry, on the 18th 
July. Callaghan, James Leahy, of Shrone, 
and John Martin O'Connor, of Lenamore, 
were charged with .being present at an 
illegal drilling assembly and with taking 
part in the formation, organisation § or 
maintenance of a body which purported to 
ba a military or police force not established 
as such by law. 

The three men were found guilty. 

In the case of Leahy and O’Connor, they 
were ordered to enter, within ten days, into 
recognisances before a District Justice, each 
in his own surety of £50 and two sureties 
each of £25, to keep the peace for two 
years, in default of which to be imprisoned. 
with hard labour, for a period of four months. 
Callaghan was ordered to enter within ten 
days into recogmsances before a District 
Justice in the sum of £100, with two sureties 
each of £25 to keep the peace for three 
rears, or in default to be imprisoned with 
bád labour for six months. The case of 
Callaghan comes under Section 31 of the new 
Act. and has been referred to the Free 
State Executive Council, as the offences of 
which he was found guilty were committed 
before the passing of the Act. 

Thomas Breen and Martin Calligan, of 
Kilmurry-McMahon, Co. Clare, who were 
also charged before the Military Tribunal on 
Thursday last, with having, while armed, o1 
September 23rd last, robbed a Free State 


soldier, Edward McInerney, of a cap, great 


coat, tunic, cane and woollen gloves, and an 
army pay-book, and using personal violence 
and possessing arms, were found guilty of 
all offences. 

Breen was sentenced to imprisonment for 
six months, with hard labour, on each of the 
offences, the sentences to run concurrently. 

Within ten days of the termination of the 
sentences he must enter into recognizances 
before a District Justice in the sum of £50, 
with two sureties of £25 each, to keep the 
peace for a further period of three years, and 
in default to be further imprisoned for a 
period of six months, with hard labour. 

Calligan was ordered to enter, within -ten 
days, into recognizances before a District 
Justice in the sum of £25, to keep the peace 
far two years, and in default to be im- 
prisoned, with hard labour, for six months. 

The case of the two Gilmore brothers, it

MUST BE RATIFIED NEXT 
WEEK, 


From ReEvtTer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Friday. 

An embarrassing situation will confront 
‘jreat Britain, other debtor countries, and 
the United States Government if Congress 
does not ratify the ‘‘ Hoover Moratorium ”’ 
by December 15, the date on which 
Allied payments to the United States fall 
due. 

Such an akward contretemps is con- 
sidered quite likely by well-informed 
observers here. 

Congress does not mee; until December 
7, and usually several days are needed 
to “organise.” This leaves only four or 
five days for consideration of the debt 
holiday. This would be ample time for 
the House of Representatives to dispose 
of the matter, but under the Senate’. 
rules allowing unlimited debate, it would 
be possible . a small group to delay 
action there for a week or more. There 
are indications that such an attempt will 
be made. 

Eventual ratification of the moratorium 
is practically certain, but the British 
Treasury would, it is suggested, have to 
do some high-speed juggling to produce 
the £40,000,000 odd (at present rates) that 
would be due officially on December 15 
should the debt holiday ratification fail 
to go through in time, even though this 
would be returned upon the expected 
ratification of the moratorium shortly 
afterwards.

‘If British trade is to hold its own in the 
markets of the world it must do more than 
maintait! the technical excellence in which 1t 
has so long enjoyed leadership; it must raise 
the standara of design in its product, for in 
design it is outstripped by other countries. 

“The resources of art education must 
brought increasingly into closer relation with 
the creative side of British industry, and the 
Design and Jidustries’ Association seems an 
ideal implement for etfecting a workable part- 
nership between the manufacturer and the 
designer. 

“ An improvement of taste in the home 
market would raise the general standard of 
our manufactures and help us to compete on 
more advantageous terms with the goods pro- 
duced by other countries. 

“It is not enough that we should be the 
financial and technical centre of the Empire: 
we must also be the cultural centre. The 
Empire at large should oe able to look to us 
for leadership, not only in industria! tech- 
nique. but for the production of well-designed 
things in every industrial activity.” 


CREDITS TO HELP

BIG U.S. PLAN FOR 
CONGRESS DECISION,

A formula for the formation of a giant 
credit corporation, with a thousand million 
dollars capital, to extend credits to needy 
companies in all lines of business, will be 
submitted to Congress in President Hoover’s 
annual address next week.

MR, BALDWIN ON TEAM 
WORK. 


ME: BALDWIN, at Aberdeen, last 
night, said:—All classes and all 
parties Romp united to put their whole 
trust in a National Government, and that 
trust must never be betrayed. We have 
been returned to carry out, with such 
speed as we may, a difficult task, a policy 
of national reconstruction—no more and 
no less. ; 

National reconstruction carries with it 
international reconstruction. The revival 
of trade and industry and agriculture— 
(cheers)—is part of that reconstruction, 
and we know that we shall be judged by 
the results of our work. We have to re- 
cognise that this victory is a national 
victory, and not a party victory. 


THE DIFFICULTY. 


I am speaking, for the first time for 
many years, in a position where I am not 
able to deliver the goods myself. I can- 
not say to you to-night: “ I will do so and 
so in January,” because I have not the 

wer. I speak as a member of thie 
National Government, and all I can say 1s: 
I hope we may be able to do so and so. 

The real difficulty is this—that it is not 
easy, and cannot be easy, for men who 
have held hitherto antagonistic views on 
many subjects to reach a common agree- 
ment on the policy to be pursued. It 
was like an international football team, 
Mr. Baldwin said. Such a team, though 
it might consist of “ stars,’’ had to learn 
its team-work. But, he added, we are 
going to make a team which, I hope, will 
be able to play any team in the country. 


TRADE BALANCE. , 


Referring to the balance of trade, Mr. 
Baldwin said:—The exact figures are not 
known of what the balance against us is, 
but it is probably somewhere in the neigh- 
bourhood of a hundred million pounds a 
year. Until that is rectified there can be 
no stabilisation of the currency. 

They had always, he said, believed in 
their party, that the swiftest means, the 
most drastic means, of dealing with the 

roblem was to curtail imports by duties. 

hey were now engaged in examining the 
question of balance of trade. When they 
had arrived at their conclusion—the 
examination must necessarily be somewhat 
protracted—then unquestionably they 
would have to report to Parliament and 
take whatever steps they had decided upon. 


NEW SITUATION. 


But, he went on, I would remind you 
that it is a more complicated situation 
when you have the currency of this 
country depreciated in terms of foreign 
currency. It is a more intricate situation 
and demands a fresh examination—a 
situation which was not before us when 
we undertook, in the event of our being 
returned to power, to put on immediately 
an emergency tariff. Of course, the same 
is true with regard to agriculture. 

“At once,” he added, was what they 
could not get with a National Govern- 
ment, because all those problems had to 
be examined by all three parties. Re- 
ferring to the Opposition in the new 
Parliament, he said that it looked as 
though the gap were going to be widened. 
and, having lost their ablest and most 
experienced leaders, the Socialist Party 
wore drifting more and more to the left.

PUBLIC EXAMINATION IN 
BANKRUPTCY, 


The public examination was resumed at 
the Bankruptcy Court, London, yesterday, 
of Colonel alter Grant Morden, ex MÉ.

estimated net assets £23,621 

Colonel Grant Morden said that he had 
lodged an account with reference to £30,757, 
part of an item of £177,000 appearing in his 
deficiency account, as depreciation of shares.

£28,762, leaving a balance of £2,025 un. 
accounted for. He could not account for it, 
although, if he had kept records of all his 
transactions, he would have been able to 
account for the whole of the £30,757. 

Regarding 283,100 shares out of 581,122 
mentioned by the Official Receiver, he said 
that they were sold. He was unable to 
account for them specifically. Other shares 
were given away for services rendered.

Clones traders are up in arms against 
Customs officials operating in Northern 
Jreland holding up goods the traders allege 
to be non-dutiable under the Anti-Dumping 
Tariffs Regulations.

STATEMENT ON THE INDUSTRY, 


After a largely attended meeting of the 
Irish Coach and Motor Body Builders’ Asso- 
ciation in Jury's Hotel, Dublin, on Thursday, 
at which Mr. J. F. O'Gorman, Clonmel, pre- 
sided, a statement was issued deploring the 
present extremely depressed condition of the 
coachbuilding industry, in which employers 
are endeuvouring to carry on under impossible 
conditions, and skilled tradesmen are living 
an intolerabie existence for want of regular 
and secure empwyment. 

After stating that few, if any, industries are 
capable of such possibilities, the document 
quotes stutements from the reports of the 
Fiscal Inquiry Committee in 1923, and the 
minority report of the Tariff Commission eight 
years later, in favour uf a revision of the 
SEE tariff to encourage the building of 
motor bodies, but the Government, it, says, 
decided to accept the unfavourable report of 
the Majority Commission. 

The statement further speaks of requests 
made on behalf of individual manufacturers 
for an opportunity of showing that bodies 
could be built as well and as ne here as 
the imported articles, and adds that the de- 
cision of the Government in effect means that 
a coach and body-building industry, with the 
consequent probability of chassis assembly 
and manufactute, is te go ont of existence.

THE CINDERELLA OF INDUSTRIEs 


CREDIT REQUIRED BY 
' THE FARMER. 


THE NEED OF CHEAPER 
MONEY. 


—— 


HAT loans should be given to farmers 
T more freely in times oi depression than 
in times of prosperity, and that the 
Agricultural Credit Corporation should be at 
liberty to take deposits, possibly through the 
Post Office, with a view to having the rate 
of interest on loans reduced, were points 
made by speakers at the inaugural meeting 
of the University College (Dublin) Agricul 
tural Society last night, when Mr. P. F. 
Walsh, Secretary of the Agricultural Credit 
Corporation, delivered an imormative lecture 
on “ Agricultural Credit.” 


AGRICULTURAL CREDIT. | 
Mr. P. F. Walsh, in the course of his 
paper, stated that as a producer the farmer 
had remained mainly dependent on his own 
resources, and had consequently gained few 
of the benefits which association in collective 
joint stock undertakings had given to pro 
ducers and traders elsewhere. ‘Ihe special 
problem of agricultural credit was due to 
the difference in structure between farming 
and joint stock industry. Manufacturers 
raised their capital by subscription; the 
farmer must raise much of his by credit. 

The farmer must feel assured that he can 
have the use of the funds he has borrowed 
for a reasonably long period to enable Inm 
to apply them to the improvement of his 
land, buildings, aud even to the better stock- 
ing pf his farm. Two kinds of capital were 
required by the farmer—fixed and working 
capital. rixed “ng was sunk for long 
periods in the purchase of land, erection of 
buildings. in improvement works and the 
purchase of equipment, Working capital was 
used for short periods in purchasing stock, 
and in growing, harvesting and marketing 
crops. The short-term credits suitable for 
corporate industry were not suitable for 
agriculture, and the liquidation of agricul- 
tural loans was a longer Nig as a = 

the repayment of purely commercia 
th har credit had heretofore 
been obtained by the farmers in this country 
mainly from two sources— (1) the joint stock 
banks, and (2) shopkeepers. The practice of 
obtaining credit from shopkeepers was open 
to two very serious objections. First, the 
cost of the credit was usually unknown, and, 
secondly, it frequently caused the farmer to 
become tied to the creditor, whereby he lost 
his freedom in marketing. 

In America chattel mortgages were a 
common form of security in connection with 
schemes of short-term credit. This system 
had now been textended to this country, and 
provision was made in . the Agricultural 
Credit Act of 1927 for setting up the neces- | 
sary machinery. 


LONG TERM CREDIT. 

In every agricultural country a svstem of 
long-term credit was a necessity. Joint Stock 
Banks did not favour this svstem of credit. 
Thev desired to have their funds in a more 
liquid form, but the principle ef requiring 
every loan to be paid off on matnritv. with 
a view to maintaining complete liquidity of 
bank assets, ran directly counter to the needs 
of a considerable portion of the agricultural 
industry. 

A svatem of amortised loons was absolutely 
essential in every agricultural country, and 
in this country the Agriculture] Credit Cor- 
poration had been set up principally for mak- 
ing long-term loans to farmers. i 

A knowledge of the economics of farming 
is as necessary to the farmer as a knowledge 
of the science of production. To attain the 
highest degree of efficiency in the use of 
borrowed capital the farmer must know two 
things about it. Firstly, what it cost, end 
secondlv, what it earned. To determine what 
the capital earns, or to estimate what it is 
likely to earn in the future, required an in- 
telligent application of the principles of cost 
accounting. 


SECURITY FOR LOANS. 

When the economic conditions were stable 
it might be an easy matter to measure the 
credit reqvirements of egriculture, but when 
these conditions had been seriously disturbed, 
as in a time of general depression, and when 
the future prospects are unknown, it became 
a very different matter. A proper understand- 
ing of the economic value of credit, judgment 
and prudence in its use were, therefore, at 
the very foundation of any successful credit 
system 

The average farmer, said Mr. Walsh, is 
desirous of capitalising his industry on his 
own security—namely, his land, buildings. 
stock, and crops. Until the Agricultural 
Credit Acts of 1928 and 1929 were placed on 
the Statute Book it was a difficult matter for 
lending institutions to obtain satisfactory 
charges on land, for the reason that it in- 
volved an investigation of the farmer's title 
for a period of forty years. These two Acts 
nabled The Agricultural Credit Corporation 
to take priority charges on land for loans up 
to £400 without the necessity of investigating 
title for the statutory perioa mentioned. 


THE CORPORATION 


The Corporation was set up to make loans 
on approved security to farmers for nearly 
every purpose for which they require to bor- 
row, to co-operative societies which are en- 
gaged, or about to become engaged, in an 
enterprise directly related to agriculture, and 
to other persons engaged in, or proposing to 
engage, in an enterprise primarily designed 
for the service of farmers. The Corporation 
began its operations in 1928. It has a capital 
of £1,000,000, of which £500,000 is paid up. 
lt raises additional funds for its business by 
issuing Mortgage Bonds to the public from 
time to time. Two séries of these bonds, 
amounting to £250,000 each, have already 
been issued. The Corporation had already 
advanced to farmers a sum of £1,000, 
Every loan sanctioned by the Corporation 
was made with the object of improving the 
position of the applicant. 


CO-OPERATIVE SOCIETIES. 

The history of Co-operative Credit Socie- 
ties in this country, he said, was not a parti- 
cularly happy one, and it was feared that the 
success which had attended the ventures of 
this kind in other countries could not be 
achieved here. Co-operative credit particu- 
larly concerned the small holder. 

If the farmer would change his attitude 
on the question of debt collection it was pro- 
bable that he would be able to get ar imme- 
diate enlargement of his credit.

Senator J. Westropp Bennett, oe pe a 
vote of thanks, said that he felt if a new 
and proper attempt were made at co- 
operative banking for agriculturists in the 
Free State. the success of the scheme would 
be certain. ‘‘ While I admire the activities 
of the Agricultural Credit Corporation," he 
said, ‘“‘I am one of those who feel tlat the 
rate of interest charged—6 per cent.—is im- 
possible under existing conditions.” 

It must be brought down, he went on, ind 
he suggested that imvestors should be 
allowed to invest money in the Corporation, 
end the money so acquired could be lent to 
farmers at a cheap rate of interest. If that 
was done, not only would the farmers get 
loans cheaply. but they would be made to 
realise the ideal of self-help. The farmers 
at the present time had a real need of self- 
help. Agriculture was the Cinderella of the 
industries, even in regard to credit. 

Professor George O'Brien, in seconding. 
said that in his opinion the agricultural 
credit problem would not be solved until the 
much more déep-rooted problem of the in- 


stability of prices for the farmers’ produce 
was solved. 


INTERNATIONAL CONDITIONS.
